He has also coached Vic- 
torian clubs Sunshine City, 
Preston-Makedonia, Juven- 
tus, Brighton and Albion 
Rovers and as a player, he 
served APIA, Croatia (Vic), - 
Box Hill and George Cross 
among others. 

Gutendorf will name about 
30 players in the national 
youth squad. They will come 
from among the best who 
competed in the Australian 
youth championships in Mel- 
bourne two weeks ago. 

The squad will be prepared 
for the finals of the Coca-Cola 
world youth championships 
to be staged in Australia in 
a wd 
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At 31, Marconi’s Ivo Prskalo (above) may be em- 
barking on a new career in the national team. 

Prskalo played brilliantly as sweeper in NSW's 4-1 
thrashing of Norwich City in Sydney last Sunday (see 
page 6) and is now set to graduate to the Socceroo 
team, as Tony Henderson who previously had bean 
considered for the swesper’s position, proved himself 
to be a better stopper or defensive midfielder.

John Margaritis is ‘‘sur- 
prised and disgusted’’ at his 
sacking by the committee of 
Heidelberg United. 


Margaritis was replaced as coach last 
week because of an argument he had 
with committee member Spyros Rombo- 
tis. 

Former Heidelberg, South Mstbourne, 
George Cross, Juventus (Vic) and 
Hakoah (NSW) coach Manny Poulakakis 
was appointed to replace Margaritis. 

Heidelberg president Jim Mang- 
opoulos announced: “‘It is unfortunate, 
but the committee felt it had no alterna- 
tive but to dismiss Margaritis because he 
had insulted a committeeman in front of 
the players.” 

Mangopoulos said that in deciding on 
@ replacement, the committee had con- 
sidered also Cedo Cirkovic who resigned 
from Footscray recently.

Margaritis said, committeeman Rom- 
botis came into the dressing room during 
a team talk on tactics, 

“Everyone knew that no-one 
except the team manager was 
allowed to attend such team talks,”’ 
Margaritis said. 

“| asked Rombotis politely to leave 
three times but each time he refused, so 
| said something to which he took ex- 
ception. We had an argument and | in- 
sulted him, Some of the players backed 
me up. They told Rombotis that | was 
tight and he should go. 

“Later that night, the committee met, 
the matter was brought up and the 
numbers were there to have me dis- 
missed. 

“This is not something over which you 
sack a coach, especially not two days 
before an important cup game (Heidel- 
berg lost O-2 to Footscray on the 
Wednesday). 

“*| had promised the committee 
that we would finish in the top four. | 





® Margaritis 
had taith and confidence in the play- 
ers. Sure, we had a few bad results 
and luck went against us a few 
times, but with 16 games to go, we 
were only three points behind the 
fourth-placed team. 

“| am sorry for the players, To them, 
this is like being thrown into the ocean. | 
am also sorry for Jim Mangopoulos who 
| know was right behind me. | also thank

The Socceroos will play their first Olympic 
qualifying matches against Taiwan in in- 
donesia, probably in July. 

National coach Rudi Gutendorf now aims to 
lead the Socceroos through to the final tourna- 
ment of the Moscow Olympics next year. 

The experience gained on the way will increase 
Australia’s chances of qualifying for the 1982 


iran played in the 1976 Olympics in Montreal before 
qualifying for the 1978 World Cup and Israel competed in 
the 1968 Mexico Olympics before edging out Australia 
for a place in the 1970 World Cup finals. 

Australian Soccer Federation president Sir Arthur George 
and secretary Brian le Fevre returned from FIFA headquarters in 
Zurich this week, with the all-clear on Australia’s Olympic in- 


They had gone to Zurich intent on getting a ruling on the 
eligibility of Australia’s part-time players. 

FIFA told them that the Socceroos were eligible to play and 
that other nations in the Asian region could also field their full 
national teams in Olympic matches.

United by far the most popular 
sports organisation In Newcastle, 
and soccer the most popular 
sport 

According to club president 
Paul Trisley. much of the credit 
must go to the club's promotions 
committee. made up of advert- 
ising executives, marketing men 
and journalists from radio. TV and 
newspapers, as well as club offi- 
cials. 

The result of their effforts to 
popularise the club and the code 
was seen in a spectator survey 
conducted by Marcon-Research 
Associates’ at a match against 
Marconi in Newcastle on August 
26. 1978. 

One of the most significant 
results of the survey was that 
62 per cent of the 15,641 
crowd came in family groups. 

KB United officials expressed 
justifiable pride in a briefing of 
local and interstate journalists in 
Newcastle last week. Inviting 
soccer writers from BSnsbane, 
Melbourne, Sydney, Canberra, 
Adelszide Wollongong and else- 
where was just another example 
of KB United’s progressiveness in 
the area of public relations. 

As a resuit of this progres- 
siveness, Newcastle was the 
only club that drew more than 
100,000 to home games last 
season. Its 18,000 crowd at 
the match against Sydney 


Olympic this year stands as 
the PSL record attendance. 

On the day of KB United's 
match against Norwich City last 
Thursday, my taxi driver remarked 
“We'll beat “em.” They key word 
is ‘we’. Everyone identified with 
KB 

On the early morming news pro- 
gramme on NBN3, the sports 
commentator not only gave ample 
publicity to the match, but also 
went to great lengths to praise 
the club's media releases for the 
game. 

"You can go and pick up a 
Rugby programme from the 
league offices, but KB United has 
its release delivered to you by 
hand.” he enthused. 

KB's media briefing took place 
at the NBN station where com- 
mentator Dave Fordham present- 
ed also a video display about the 
club. The TV station is behind the 
club 100 per cent. 

The club has its own supporters 
shop in Hunter Street, diagonally 
opposite the sports store run by 
former Socceroo Ray Baartz, a KB 
United director. The supporters 
shop. sells club souvenirs and 
memberships and is also the 
club's headquarters. 

KB's financial management is 
impeccable. Budgeting is done 
well in advance and outlays re- 
main, above all, realistic. 

Coach Alan Vest — described 






by the club as the tinest coach in 
Australia — has done extremely 
well in moudling a team that held 
top spot for quite a few weeks at 
the start of the season, although 
he had only $10,000 to spend on 
recruiting. 

His latest Import is striker 
Kevin Keelan who was top 
scorer in the English Cheshire 
League. Vest hopes Keelan 
will convert the chances 
created by Ken Boden. 

In 1978, KB's gross income 
was $257.321 and its ex- 
penditure $292,144. Allowing for 
non-recurring establishment ex- 
penses and the cost of initial 
promotions, the club considered 
the financis! results as satisfac- 
tory 

It is KB's policy to develop as 
much as possible the youth of the 
area, but secretary Paul Trisley 
stressed that the club opposes the 
proposed banning of overseas im- 
ports. as it would lower the stan- 
dard of the game immediately. 

Apart from the imports in its 
ranks. KB fielded six Newcastle- 
born and developed players in the 
first match of the 1979 season. 

The club is heavily committed 
to Tooths Breweries in return for 
sponsorship of $105,000 over 
three years. Banners of KB beer 
are displayed prominently, ads are 
broadcast over the public address 
system, the beer is featured in the 
club's programme, and players 
are made available to the com- 
pany for promotion.

Norwich City,s 
manager John Bond 
was quoted recently 
in the Press as saying 
Australian soccer 
was no better than 
when he fast visited 
this country five 
years ago. 


Bond's firt visit to Australia was 
with Bournemouth, and the Nor- 
wich tour gave me the chance to 
get re-aquainted with Bond. 

| talked with him and his assist- 
ant Ken. Brown after Norwich's 
game in Adelaide, and they told 
me why Australian soccer had not 
pogressed. 

Although | disagree with 
Bond's claim {and I'm sure he 
would have a different view if he 
saw some of our top PSL teams), 
there were several areas in which 
Norwich showed up weaknesses 
in Australian soccer, 

The first was goalscoring. Bond 
argued that English professionals 
need only half a chance to score, 
while players in Australia waste 
many good scoring chances. 

This was proved in Norwich’s 
game against South Australia 
The focal team had three or four 
scoring chances, but finished 
goal-less. 

Norwich on the other hand, 
had only four or five goalscoring 
opportunities but finished with 
four gols. 

In Melbourne Norwich again 
showed its superiority In the area 
of goalscoring. 

After trailing O-2 with 15 
miutes to go, Norwich rattled in 
four goals in eight minutes. This 
shows the greatness of a team. 

The game of soccer is about 
scoring goals, so Bond was right 
in saying Australia is a long way 
behind. 

However, it's not a quetion of 
Australia lacking goalscorers. 
Many of our players, whether 
midfielders or forwards, haven't 
got the ability when the space is 
restricted near goal. 

Modern football is about sim- 
plicity. The Dutch showed this. 
Simplicity in attacking is so im- 
portant but in Australian soccer 
there are too many square passes 
near goal instead of diract, passing 
into the danger zone. - 

Noriwch showed this with 
many fine crosses that produced 
goals. One second the ball may be 
On the flank and the next it's in 
the back of the net because the 
players do the simple thing- 

This also comes back to accu- 
racy of passing. 

The Noewich players were ex- 
cellent at sending in pin-point 
crosses. 

! can compare some Australian 
full backs in terms of tackling and 
running with Norwich’s Kevin 
Bond and fan Davies but none of 
our full backs have the same abili- 
ty when jt comes to crosses. 

Norwich works on an aver- 
age of nine out of 10 crosses 
being sent into a position from 
where a goal can be scored. 
Australian players often waste 
nine out of 10. 

Another area in which Norwich 
showed up Australia was speed of 
ball movement. Australian players 
can run as fast as the Norwich 
professionals but none move the 
ball as fast. 

A player can run faster without 
the ball than with it and so Nor- 
wich's game is based around 
playing the ball into space for 
players to run onto, 

Australian players tend to play 
the ball to the feet of team mates 
who run with the ball before re- 
leasig it. 

The ball must do the work, not 
the player. The Norwich profes- 


sionals are excellent at moving 
the ball around quickly. 


Many Australian coaches be- 
lieve a midfield general is a player 
who hangs on the ball for ages 
before finding an opening for a 
pass. 

But take a look at Martin 
Peters, the Norwich midfield 
star. Sometimes you won't 
see him in the play because he 
is running into space, not run- 
ning with the ball. 


Peters has shown he is still a 
great player. 


Overall, Bond was right in 
saying Australian soccer needs a 
lot to improve, but I'm sure he 
hasn't seen the best of our foot- 
ball 


The magic hat which is used 
for the Philips Cup draws has 
done it again. For three years, 
Brisbane City has been drawn 
at home for every cup match, 
which is unique in the soccer 
world. 


I'm not resentful of Brisbane 
City, but the club has had unbelie- 
vable luck: quite unbelievable. 


This situation must puzzie 
@veryone, including people who 
never attend soccer games. Once 
they find out about this incredible 
situation, they will decide to con- 
tinue avoiding soccer. 


But for now, that magic hat is 
worth its weight in gold to Bris- 
bane City.

Australia’s new youth boss speaks his mind: 
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An Australian under 16 ears will 
play against Asian nations in a tourna- 
ment in Singapore in December. 


“It used to be said: ‘Join 
the Navy and see the world.’ 
Now we can say: ‘Play soccer 
and see the world’,” Austra- 
lias newly-appointed youth 
development officer Brian 
Emery said this week. 

“Theo Selemidis is a good 
example. Before he had establish- 
ed himself as a senior player with 
Heidelberg United, he had the ex- 
perience of touring America with 
the Australian schoolboys team 
and later went on to New Zealand 
and South America with the 
national under 19 team.” 

Emery added that at 
present, the Northem NSW 
under 16 team was in the U.S. 
and that another representa- 
tive team from the north had 
toured West Germany. 

Emery’s appointment by the 
Australian Soccer Federation will 
not cause 8 massive ré-Organisa- 
tion of junior soccer. In fact. 
Emery will have little to do with 
junior clubs or schoo! teams. 

His main task is to increase the 
quality and quantity of Australian- 
bom and bred players coming into 
the senior ranks. This means he 
will deal mainly with youth soccer 
at a nationa) level, and for the 
most part, the present set-up of 
junior soccer will remain untou- 
ched. 

_ “My area of work is in the 
development of the end prod- 
uct," said Emery. “We want 
to have so many good youth 
Players coming through into 
senior soccer that club and 
representative teams will be 
made up mostly of these play- 
ers. 

“It may sound a bit harsh. but 
we will be catering for the better 
players. We will give the out- 
standing athletes the incentive to 
stay involved and go onto senior 
soccer. 

“My job doesn't involve making 
soccer popular just to keep kids 
off the streets’ There are local 
leagues to do that, and they daa 
fine job. My task is to ensure we 
don’t lose the star 14, 15 and 16- 
year-olds.’ 

Emery's recent appointment 
came at a time when the ASF was 
likely to impose a ban on the 
wholesale importation of players 
from overseas. 

Obviously, if the ASF does 
impose the ban, Emery’s pro-

charge in 1973 Malmoe has 
scaled even greater heights and 
finally broken through in Eu-

Houghton arrived at the club 
after one of Malmoe’s more 
dismal domestic seasons in which 
it finished sixth in the league. He 
immediately led the side to three 
league and Cup doubles in four 
seasons. 

Success in wider European 
tournaments was harder to come 
by. Since 1964 Matmoe has 
played every season except one in 
the European Cup, Cup Winners’

grammes will be initially designed 
to fill the void created by the fall 
in the tide of imports. 

But Emery admits Australian 
junior soccer has many problems. 

“| réalise we may be working 
backwards by firstly working on a 
national level.” he said, “but the 
structure varies from State to 
State, and wide'scale re-organisa- 
tion isn’t practical, 

“There have been changes in 
the junior set-up but in the area of 
coaching the message just isn't 
getting out.” 

Therefore, it's hard to expect 
the output of star juniors to in- 
crease dramatically overnight to 
an extent that the quality and 
quantity of the players would 
compensate for loss of imports. 

“We know problems exist,”” 
said Brian. “The main problem 
is that parermts and coaches 
place too much strain on 
players at a young age. I don't 
like to knock these people 
who put in the effort and time 
to support junior soccer but 
they often place too much em- 
phasis on achievement. 

“Often parents expect their 
child to do something he or she 
couldn't do when the same age. 
Mothers want their children to 
perform better than another 
mother's son because of her own 
6ge." 

Emery agreed with the call 
from al! sections of Australian 
soccer for greater education of 


* junior coaches. 


“But the coaching isn’t a 
great problem as the pressure 
placed on a young kid,’" said 
Emery. "By the time a player 
reaches his late teens he’s 
often had 10 years of regi- 
mentation and pressure. He's 
simply tired of it all and is lost 
to soccer.’” 

Its at this stage that many 
players quit soccer once and for 
all. But Emery said the fall-out for 
this age group is high for any 
sport. The key in his work is to 
hold the good players who have. a 
future in the game. 

“In recent years the national 
championships, which are for 
under 12 to under 16 players, 
have been introduced to give 
players something to aim at,” said 
Brian. “If a player knows he has a 
State representative team to aim 
for, he will continue.” 

And youth championships. 
which are for under 18 players, 
have been introduced to maintain 
incentive for players who enter 
the fall-out period (15-18 years). 

“The good players must be 
offered stepping stones to further 
their careers,” said Emery. “It's a 
natural progression that players 
go from under 16 State teams to 
youth representative teams, and 
then onto the recently-formed 
national "B’ or national youth 
teams.” 

“There's been a suggestion that 
at under 12 level there should be 
no national championships,” said 
Brian. “Instead, the best players 
in that age group could be assem- 
bled and funds allocated for a 
one-week training camp 

“Top-class senior coaches 
aided by State junior coaches 
could work with the boys on the 
training camp, The week in camp 
would probably be more benefi- 
cial than playing in nationa! 
championships. 

“Even so, the incentive is still 
there for the boys to make the 
training squad.” 

Obviously, the big incentive for 
teenage players at present is the 
youth World Cup. The bi-annual 
championships are being played 
in Japan this year, but the next 
tournament will be in Melbourne 
in 1981 

Australia, which gets auto- 
matic qualification because 
it's the host nation, will com- 
pete alongside 15 other 
nations. 

“The 1981 youth World Cup 
will be the biggest sporting event 
in Australia since the 1956 Olym- 
pic Games.” said Emery. “The 
tournament will cost around $2.5 
million to stage. but will be a tre- 
mendous boost to Australian soc- 
cer.” 

Emery 's task of helping to pro- 
duce quality youngsters is so im- 
portant in.this regard. But he be- 
lieves Australia has the talent to 
do well 

‘Many people think Australia’s 
youth team was a flop on Para- 


guay. said Brian, 
team did very well. 

“When Rudi Gutendorf learned 
of the youth World Cup qualifying 
gemes, he said: ‘Where is your 
youth team?’ Of course, Australia 
did have a youth team at that 
stage. 

“The team wes started from 
scratch only four months before 
the first youth Cup tie. ft boiled 
down to only five weeks of train- 
ing together, plus a few practice 
matches. 

“The team had two 0-0 draws 
with Israel and went down twice 
to Paraguay. In Paraguar, soccer 
is a religion, not a number two 
sport as it is In Australia, and yet 
for 20 minutes in each game we 
thought we had a show of win- 
ning. 

“The Australian youth team’s 
World Cup bid cost $90,000 do}- 
lars. With Coke now behind the 
team more money and more time 


“but really the 
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will be available for preparation in

As well, Australia will be play- 
ing Cn home soil, not in a strange 
land in front of hostile, un-nerving 
crowds, 


On the 19817 youth World Cup, 
Emery said calculated planning 
was needed. 


“From an economic view- 
point,"’ he said, “‘the matches 
must be played where the 
crowds are. At this stage, It 
looks as though the games will 
be spread over several States, 


“Last week Australia received 
official notification from FIFA that 
Australia had the championships. 
The details aren't yet worked 
out.” 


Emerys first step towards 
promotion of soccer and the 
youth World Cup should be com- 
plete within a month. He has 
commissioned bodies all over 
Australia to make exact records 
on the sport. 


“If we are to sell the code,"" 
he said, “‘we must know what 
we are selling. Within two 
weeks | will have figures 
showing exactly how many 
women play soccer, how 
many referees we have, how 
many junior players in each 
State. | will have factual infor- 


metirn on all areas.’ 


Emery’s plan to increase the 
number of youths in senior soccer 
takes on extra importance with 
the World Cup looming.

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‘A youth player with senior ex- 
perience is better than a youth 
without it,” he said. “We have 
seen a prime example of this in 
Canberra 


“Canberra ‘has only 300 junior 
teams, but had three players if 
the Australian youth team. Mel- 
bourne has 15,000 junior players, 
but had only three players in the 
youth team. 


“In Canberra, it was the efforts 
of Johnny Warren and Vic Fernan- 
dez that made it possible, They 
gave senior experience and top 
coaching to Danny Moulis, Steve 
Hogg and Mike Milovanovic, and 
they were selected. to the Austral- 
ian team 


“Melbourne has nearly five 
times as many juinior teams but 
produced only three representa- 
tives.”

The actual contem- 
porary history of foot- 
ball covers a good 100 
years. It all began in 
the year 1863 in Eng- 
land when rugby foot- 
bell and association 
football branched off 
in their different 
courses and the ofdest 
football association in 


the world was found- | 


ed, namely The Foot- 
ball Association, Eng- 
fand. 


Both forms of football sprang up 
from a common root and both have 
a long and intricately branched an- 
cestral tree. 


Their early history reveals at least 
half a dozen different games, vary- 
ing in some respects to different 
degrees and to which the historical 
development of football is related 
and has actually been traced back. 


Whether this can be justifiad In 
some instances is disputeble The 
fact, however, remains that playing 
ball with the feet has been going on 
for thousands of years and there is 
absolutely no reason to believe that 
It is an aberration of the more “‘natu- 
rat’ form of ball play with the hands. 


On the contrary: epart from the 
absolute necessity to amploy the 
legs and feet in such a tough bodily 
tussle for the ball, often without any 
laws for protection, it was evidently 
recognised right at the onset that 
the art of controlling the ball with 
the fest was extremely difficult and 
therefore required special technique 
and talent 


The very earliest form of the 
game for which there is scientific 
evidence represents the exercise of 
precisely this skilful technique; it 
dates back to the 3rd and 2nd ce- 
nturies BC. in China. 


A military manual dating from the 
period of the Han Dynasty includes 
as one of the physical education ex- 
ercises in use at that time the ‘Tsu- 
Chu” 


This consisted to kicking a leather 
ball fillad with feathers and hair 
through an opening, measuring only 
30 cm - 40 cm. in a smal! net fixed 
onto long bamboo canes, a feat 
which obviously demanded great 
skill and excellent technique. 


There was also another version of 
this whereby the player was not just 
permitted to aim at his target 
unimpeded, but had to use his feet, 
chest, back and shoulders whilst 
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This was what football looked like in England's streets in the early 


trying to withstand the attacks of his 
antagonists. Use of the hands was 
not permitted,

The ball artistry of today’s top 
players is therefore not quite so 
new as some people may assu- 
me. 

Originating in the Far East was 
yet another form, the Japanese 
Kemari, which was only heard of 
about 500 to 699 years later and 
which is still played today. 

This is a type of circular football 
game, far less spectecular, but for 
that reason a more dignified and 
ceremonious experience, requiring 
certain skills but not competitive in 
the way the Chinese game was. nor 
is there the slightest sign of struggle 
for possession of the ball. 

The players had to pass the ball 
to each other, in a relatively small 
space, trying not to let it touch the 
ground. 

The Greek game “Episkyros™, re- 
latively little of which has been 


19th Century. 


handed down was_much livelier, and 
so was the Roman game called 
“Harpastum” 

The Romans played with a small- 
er ball, two teams contending on a 
rectangular field marked by bound- 
ary lines and a centre-line. 

The object was to get the ball 
over the opponent's boundary lines. 
Passes were made and trickery was 
the order of the day. Each team 
member already had his particular 
tactical assignment and the specta- 
tors took a vociferous interestin the 
proceedings and in the score 

The role of the feet in this game 
was so small as scarcaly to be of 
consequence. This game remained 
popular for 700 or 800 years but al- 
though the Romans took it to Eng- 
land with them it is doubtful wheth- 
er it can be considered as‘a forerun- 
ner of contemporary football. 

This also applies to Hurling, a 
popular game with the Celtic 
population which is played to 
this very day in Comwell and 
ireland. it Is possible that in- 
fluences were asserted but it is 
certain that the decisive dovol- 
opment into the football with 
which we are now familiar took 
place in England and Scotland. 

The game which flourished in the 
British Isles from the 8th to the 
18th Centuries, in a considerable 
variety of local-and regional versions 
— which was subsequently 
smoothed down and smartened up

into present-day football, and Rugby 
football in the other direction — was 
substantially different from all the 
previously known forms. 

It was more disorganised, more 
violent, more spontaneous and was 
usually played by an_ indefinite 
number of players. 


Frequently it took the form of 
a heated contest between whole 
village communities or town- 
ships — through streets, village 
squares, across fields, hedges, 
fences and streams. Kicking waa 
allowed, as was in fact almost 
everything olss, but thera were 
certainly games where kicking 
was out of the question due to 
the size and weight of the ball 
being used. 


Kicking was employed rather to 
fell an opponent. 

Incidentally it was not until nine 
years after the football rules had 
been established for the first time in 
1863 that the size and weight of the 
ball were finally standardised. 

Up to that time, agreement on 
this point had usually been reached 
by the parties concerned when they 
were arranging the match, for in- 
stance for a game between London 
and Sheffield in 1866. 


This was the first match in- 
cidentally where the duration of 
the game was prearranged for 
one and a half hours.

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Shrovetide football, as it was 
called belonged In the “mob foot- 
ball” category where the number of 
players was unlimited and the rules 
were not very precise (according to 
an ancient hand-book from Work- 
ington in England, all means were 
permitted to get the ball to its target 
except murder and manslaughter). 

Shrovetide football is still 
played nowadays on Shrove 
Tuesday in some traditionalist 
areas, 0.g. in Ashbourne, Der- 
byshire. Needless to say It is not 
so riotous as it used to be, nor 
are such extensive casualties 
suffered as wes probably the 
case centuries ago. 

This game is reputedly Anglo- 
Saxon and there are many legends 
conceming its first appearance. 


In Kingston-on-Thames and in 
Chester for example the story 
goes that it was played for the 
very first time with the severed 
head of a vanquished Danish 
prince. 

In Derby it is said to have origi- 
nated far earlier during the victory 
celebrations after a battle against 
the Romans in the 3rd Century. 

In spite of the Jegends of King- 
ston and Chester, there are certain 
facts which appear to contradict the 
Anglo-Saxon theory, namely that 
there is no evidence of it having 
been played at this time in the 
Saxon areas on the Continent and 
neither is it mentioned in early 
Anglo-Saxon literature. 

Prior to the Norman conquest the 
only trace found of any such ball 
game comes from a Celtic source. 

One other possible theory regard- 
ing its origin is that when the afore- 
mentioned “mob football’ was 
being played in the British Isles in 
the early centuries, a very similar 
game, was thriving in France, partic- 
ularty.in Normandy and Brittany, so 
it is quite feasibla that the Normans 
brought this form of the game into 
England with them. 

All these theories produce a pic- 
ture quite bewildering in its com- 
plexity — far more complex than the 
simple rules which govemed this 
form-of the game, if we dare even to 
call them rules.

Quite apart from man’s natur- 
al impulse to demonstrate his 
strength and skill, even in this 
chaotic and turbulent fashion, it 
is certain that in many casos, 
pagan customs, especially ferti- 
lity rites, playad-a.major rale. 
~ The ball was a symbol for the san 
which had to be conquered in order 
to procure a bountiful harvest which 
depended so much on the sun. 

The ball had to be propellec 
around, or across, a field so that the 
crops would flourish, whereby the 
attacks of the opponent had to be 
warded off. 

A similar significance was attach- 
ed to games between married men 
and bachelors which prevailed for 
centuries in some parts of England, 
or likewise the famous game be- 
tween marrisd and unmarried 
women in the Scottish town of In- 
veresk at the end of the 17th centu- 
ry which were regularly won (per- 
haps according to plan) by the mar- 
ried women. 

Women’s football is obviously 
not s0 new es some people 
think. 

Scholars might have conflicting 
ideas on the origins of the game and 
the influences that certain cults 
could have had on its evolution, but 
one thing is incontestable: football 
has flourished for over a thousand 
years in diverse rudimentary forms 
in that very area which we describe 
as the motherland of our sport, Eng- 
land and Scotland, not forgetting 
Ireland and Wales. 

The chain of prohibitions and ce- 
nsures, sometimes harsh, some- 


times mild, proves beyond the 
ehadnuw at co daunkt what tra- 


football, even though it was so often 
disapproved of by the authorities. 

The repeated intervention needed 
by the authorities and high offices of 
the land shows how powerless they 
were to restrict it, in spite of their 
condamnation and the threats of 
Severe punishment. 


Playing 
football in 
London in 

1314 meant 
going to sail... 


As long ago as 1314 the Lord 
Mayor of London saw fit to 
issue a proclamation forbidding 
football within the city due to 
the rumpus it usually causad and 
infringement of this law meant 
imprisonment. 

King Edward III edicted extremely 
harsh measures in the year 1331 to 
suppress football which was regard- 
ed as a public nuisance and at the 
Same period similar prohibitions 
were proclaimed in France 

During the 100 Years war be- 
tween England and France from 


1338 to 1453 the court was also 5 


unfavourably disposed towards 
football, albsit for different reasons. 

Edward Wi, Richard Il. Henry IV 
and Henry V made football punish- 
able by law because the well-loved 
recreation prevented: their subjects 
from the exercise of more useful 
military accomplishments, partic- 
ularly archery which played an im- 
portant and valuable role in the Eng- 
lish army at that period. 

All the Scottish kings of the 15th 
Century also deemed it necessary to 
edict censures and prohibitions 
against football, 

Particularly famous amongst 
these was the decree proclaimed by 
parliament convened by James | in 
1424: “That na man play at the 
Fute-ball.”’ 

None of this had much effect. The 
popularity of the game amongst the 
people and their obvious delight in 
the rough and tumble for the ball 
went far too deep to be uprooted. 

The passion for football was par- 
ticularly exuberant in Efizabethan 
times.

An influence which most 
likely played a. part in impie- 
menting the native popularity of 
the game came from Renals- 


-sance Italy, especially from Flor- 


ence, but also from Venice and 
ther cities, which had produced 
thelr own brand of football 
called ‘‘Calico."’ 

It was certainly more organised 
than the English equivalent and was 
played at important gala events held 
on certain holidays in Florence by 
teams dressed In colored livery. 

A splendid spectacle indeed. 

In England the game was still as 
rough and ungracious and tacking in 
refinement as ever, but it did at this 
time find a prominent supporter 
who commended It for other 
reasons when he saw the simple Joy 
of the players romping after the ball. 

This was Richard Mutcaster, 
the great pedagogue, Head of 
the famous schools Merchant 
Taylors’ and St Paul's, who 
pointed out that the game had 
positive educational worth and 
promoted health and strength 
and oll that was needed was to 
refine it a little and give it batter 
mannors.

Similar attacks were made 
against the theatre which strait- 
laced puritans regarded as a source 
of idlenass and iniquity. 


This was when the foundations 
were laid for the entertainment ban 
on English Sundays, later to become 
a permanent feature during the 
Commonwealth and Puritanical eras 
(even though it is said that Oliver 
Cromwell himself was a keen foot- 
baller in his youth). 


From then on football on Sundays 
was taboo, and remained so for a 
good 30 years, until it was per- 
mitted once again, at first unoffi- 
clally and ultimately with the formal 
consent of the Footbal! Assaciation, 
albeit on a rather small scale. 


“ 


Nonetheless none of these cir- 
cumstances could eradicate foot- 
ball, in spite of the relentless pres- 
sures exerted upon it, 


Take Derby for instance where 
the authorities made continual at- 
tempts between 1731 and 1841 to 
ban football from the streets, in the 
end they had to resort to the riot 
laws to achieve any effect at all. 


All told there was scarcely any 
progress at all in the development of 
football for hundreds of years. 


But although the game was 
constantly forbidden for 500 
years it was never completely 
suppressed, but as a con- 
sequence remained essentially 
rough, violent and disorganised. 


A change did not come about 
until the beginning of the 19th cen- 
tury When school football became 
the custom. particularly in the 
famous public schools. 


_ This was the turing point. In 

this new environment it was 
possible to make innovations 
and refinements to the game. 


The rules were still relatively frae 
and easy as there was still to stan- 
dard, organised form of the game. 


Each school in fact developed its 
own adaptation and these varied 
considerably at times. 


The traditional aspects of the 
game remained but innovations de- 
pended for the most part on the 
playing ground available. 


If use had to be made of a paved 
school playground, surrounded by a 
brick wall, then there was just 
enough space for the old hurly- 
burly mob football. 


Circumstances such as these 
made schools like Charterhouse, 
Westminster, Eton and Harrow give 
birth to the type of game in which 
more depended on the player's 
dribbling virtuosity than on the 
robust energy required in a scrum. 


On the other hand, schools such’ 
as Cheltenham and Rugby were 
more inclined towards the more 
rugged game in which the ball could 
be touched or even carried. 


All these early styles were given a 
great boost when it was recognised 
in educational circles that football 
was not merely an excuse to indulge 
in a childish romp, but could actually 
be beneficial educationally. 


What is more it was realised that 
it also constituted a useful dis- 
traction from less desirable occupa- 
tions, such as heavy drinking and 
gambling. but finally a new attitude 
permeated the game which led up 
to the “Games Cult” at public 
schools. 


This happened when it was 
noticed how well the team gamo 
served to encourage such fine 
qualities as loyalty, selfiessness, 
cooperation, subordination and 
deference to the team spirit. 


Games became an Integral part of 
the school curriculum and participa- 
tion in football became compulsory. 


Dr Thomas Amoid, the Head of 
Rugby school made advances In this 
direction, for in 1846 in Rugby the 
first truly standard rules for an or- 
ganised game were laid down. 


Kicking legs 
below the knee 
was quite in 


order... 





It was in any event quite 
rough enough, for example, 
kicking the opponent’s legs 
below the knees was allowed, 
with the reserve that he should 
not be held still whilst his shina 
were being worked on. 

Handling the ball was also 
allowed and ever since the memo- 
rable occasion in 1823 when Wil- 
liam Webb Ellis, to the amazement 
of his own team and his opponents, 
made a run with the ball tucked 
under his arm, carrying the ball has 
been permitted. 

Many schools followed suit and 
adopted the rules laid down in 


Rugby, others rejected this form of © 


football, e.g. Eton, Harrow and Win- 
chester where preference was given 
to kicking the ball, and carrying it 
was forbidden. 

Charterhouse and Westminster 
were also against touching the ball. 
They did not isolate their style, how- 
ever, as some schools did, but 
formed a nucleus from which this 
style of game began to spread. 


Finally, in 1863, developments 
were reaching a climax. At Cam- 
bridge University where in 1848 at- 
tempts had alraady been made by 
former pupils from the various 
schools to find a common deno- 
minator for all the different adapt- 
ations of the game, a fresh initiative 
to establish some uniform standards 
and some rules which would be ac- 
ceptable to everyone was started. 


It was at this point that the 
majority spoke out against such 
rough customs as tripping, shin- 
kicking and so on; as it happoen- 
ed the majority also expressed 
disapproval of carrying the ball. 


it was this that caused the Rugby 
group to withdraw; they would 
probably have agreed to refrain from 
shin-kicking, which was in fact later 
banned in the Rugby regulations, 
but they were reluctant to retinquish 
carrying the ball 


This Cambridge action was an en- 
deavour to sort out the utter con- 
fusion surrounding the rules. The 
decisive initiative, however, was 
taken due to a series of meetings 
which were organised at the end of 
the same year (1863) in London. 


Football 
Association 
born ina 
meeting at 
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Eleven London clubs and 
achools which were sat on clari- 
fying the muddle by establishing 
a sot of fundamental rules to 
govern the matches played 
amongst them; which would be 
acceptable’ to sil parties, sent 
their represontatives along to 
the Freemason’s Tavem on 26 
October 1863, the birthday of 
the football association. 

The eternal dispute conceming 
shin-kicking, tripping and carrying 
the ball were discussed thoroughly 
at this meeting and at consecutive 
meetings until eventually at the final 
meeting on 8 December the die- 
hard exponents of the Rugby style 
took their final leave; they were in 
the minority anyway. 

They wanted no part in a game 
which forbade tripping. shin-kicking 
and carrying the ball. 

A stage had been reached where 
ideas were no longer compatible, 





The 8 December 1863 was the 
date when Football and Rugby final- 
ly split. 

Their separation became totally 
imeconcilable six years hence when 
a provision was included in the foot- 


ball rulas forbidding any handling of 


the ball (not only carrying it). 


Only eight years after its founda- : 


tion, The Football Association al- 
ready had 50 member clubs. 

The first foobali competition 
in the world waa started In the 
same year: the English cup, 
which preceded thse teague 
championship by 17 years. 

International matches were al- 
teady being staged in Great Britain 
before football had hardly been 
heard of In Europe. The first was be- 
tween England and Scotland in 
1872. 

This sudden boom of organised 
football accompanied by amazingly 
vast crowds of spectators brought 
with it. certain problems which other 
countries were confronted alth 
much later: professionalisn was one 
of them. 

The first sign in this direction was 
in 1879 when Darwin, a small Lan- 
cashirae club, managed to draw 
twice in the Cup competition 
against the supposedly invincible 
Old Etonlans, before these famous 
London amateurs finally scraped 
through to win at the third attempt. 


Tweo Scots 
were the first 
professionals 
in 1879... 


Two Darwin players, the 
Scots, John Love and Fergus 
Suter are reported as being the 
first players ever to raceive 
remuneration for their football 
talent. 

This practice grew rapidly and 
The Football Association found itself 
obliged to legalise professionalism 
in 1885 Fi 

That was exactly four years 
before the formation of any’ Other 
national association outside of 
Great Britain, namely, in the Net- 
hedands and Denmark. 

Following the English Football 
Association in seniority are the 
Scottish FA (1873) The FA of 
‘Wales (1875) and the Irish FA in 
Belfast (1880). 

At the time of the first inter- 
national match, England had, strictly 
speaking, no other partner Assoca- 
tion against which to play 

Scotland and England played on 
30 November 1872 in Glasgow 
before the Scottish FA even existed: 
it was not founded for another three 
months 

It was the oldest Scottish club 
team, Queen's Park, which had 
met England. 

The spread of football outside of 
Great Britain, mainly due to the Brit- 
ish influence abroad was slow at 
first, but it soon gathered momen- 
tum and spread rapidly to all parts 
of the world. 


New Zealand

The next countries to form 
football associations after the 
Netherlands and Denmark 
{1889) were New Zealand 


(1891), Argentina (1893), Chile ° 


(1895), Switzerland and Belgium 
(1895). Germany and Uruguay 
{Both in 1900), Hungary (1901) 
and Finland (1907). 


When FIFA was founded in Paris 
in May 1904 it had seven founder 
members: France, Belgium, Den- 
mark, the Netherlands, Spain (repre- 
sented by the Madrid FC), Sweden 
and Switzerland. On the same. day 
the German football Football Fe- 
deration cabled its intention to join. 

This international footbali com- 
munity grew steadily, although it 
sometimes met with obstacles and 
set-backs. 

In 1912, 21 National Associ- 
ations were affiliated to the “Fe- 
deration Internationale de Football 
Association’, in 1925 it was 36, in 
1930 — the year of the first World 
Cup — it was 41, in 1938, 51 and in 
1950, after the interval caused by 
the Second World War, when the 
third World Cup was staged, the 
number had reached 73. 


Presently FIFA haa 146 
members in every part of the 


world. Affiliated to these assocl- 


ations are 300,000 clubs, 200,- 
000 in Europe alone, with about 


680,000 teams and 22 million 5 


regularly active players.
